Governor announces Alabama’s unemployment rate holds steady 


Governor Kay Ivey 
recently announced that 
Alabama’s preliminary, sea- 
sonally adjusted November 
unemployment rate is 2.7%, 
unchanged from October, 
and below November 
2021’s rate of 3.1%. 

November’s rate rep- 
resents 63,043 unem- 
ployed persons, compared 
to 61,721 in October and 
69,688 in November 2021. 

Coffee County’s rate for 
the month is at 2.2% while 
Crenshaw County is at 
2.3%, Pike, Covington, and 
Dale counties are at 2.4%, 
Geneva County is at 2.1%, 

“It is encouraging to 
see that Alabama’s econ- 
omy is supporting more 
jobs today than ever in 
our 203 year history,” said 
Governor Ivey. “While we 
continue maintaining a low 
unémployrient rate,” the 
fact that’our businésses are 
growing jobs is certainly 
something to be’ grateful 
for this holiday season. We 
will continue working hard 
to support Alabamians as 
we weather a challenging 
national climate.” 


Wage and salary employ- 
ment, or the number of jobs 
our economy is  support- 
ing, marked a new record 
high in November, totaling 
2,119,800. Over the year, 
wage and salary employment 
increased 51,300, with gains 
in the education and health 
services sector (+14,000), 
the professional and business 
services sector (+13,900) 
and the trade, transportation 
and utilities sector (+5,700), 
among others. 

Over the month, wage 
and salary employment 
increased in November by 
9,600. Monthly gains were 
seen in the trade, transpor- 
tation and utilities sector 
(48,100), the government 
sector (+1,600) and the 
professional and business 
services sector (+1,100), 
among others. 

“We continue to be 
encouraged by the job 
growth in Alabama,” said 
Labor Secretary Fitzgerald 
Washington. “Many of 
our industries are seeing 
record high employment, 
and wages are maintaining 
strong year over year 
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According to the proclamation, human trafficking occurs 
when an adult or child is recruited, harbored, obtained, or 
exported through force, fraud or coercion for the purposes 
of sexual exploitation, forced labor, involuntary servitude, 
debt bondage, and other methods of slavery. 

“Anyone can become a victim of trafficking,” Mayor 
Maddox’ said. “While women and girls are the primary 
victims, victims/survivors come from every background, 
race, gender, sexual orientation, and economic status. 
Traffickers target individuals who, for any reason, are 


vulnerable. 


Even though awareness of this crime is growing, human 
trafficking continues to go unreported due to its isolating 
nature, the misunderstanding of its definition, and the lack 
of awareness about its indicators. 

“Increased community education is how to identify vic- 
tims of human trafficking along with increased knowledge 
of local resources and services for those affected by these 
criminal actions can help restore freedom and dignity 
to identified survivors,” Maddox said. “It also can help 
diminish the number of future victims.”

While there are many healthy ways to cope with your grief, it can be 
easy to turn to unhealthy means of coping such as withdrawing socially 


or turning to alcohol or food. 


Alcohol is a particularly tricky one to navigate, especially during the 
holiday season. Since alcohol is so deeply integrated into our lives, you 
will find it at most holiday parties and events. But of course, alcohol 
also carries the risk of dependency. It can be very easy to use it to 
self-medicate and numb the uncomfortable feelings you are feeling. 

It can be easy to start rationalizing the use of alcohol, particularly in 
stressful times. The problem is that alcohol is not a healthy coping skill. 
It can help fix the symptoms of our grief by providing a respite from 
our thoughts and feelings, but it doesn’t solve the underlying cause of 


our grief. 


So, what should you be paying attention to? Become aware of why 
you drink. If you are drinking to cope with difficult emotions such as 
loss, stress, or despair, it is a sign you should seek some alternative 


coping skills. 


If you are supporting a griever, continue to contact them. People often 
come together to give support, then quickly fade away. Ask them out 


for coffee or lunch.

The Alabama Sports Writers Association announced its 
2022 ‘All-State’ high school football selections last week 
and included on the honored list were three members of 


__ the Elba Tigers, four members of the Brantley Bulldogs 


and one member of the Kinston Bulldogs, while one 
player from both Elba and Brantley received honorable 
mention. 

The list included 32 players that played on teams that 
won state championships, with 1A champ Leroy leading 
the way with five first team selections and two second 
team picks, while 4A St James had six total players named 
to the annual list, 7A Thompson and 5A Ramsay each had 
five players on the list, 4A Andalusia had four players 
honored, 2A Fyffe had three players named all-state, and 
6 Saraland had two. ‘ 

Elba Tigers named first team ‘All-State’ were sophomore 
running back Alvin, Henderson and junior place-kicker 
Alex Wisecup. 

Henderson, a 5-11, 190-pound speedster, rushed for 
2,636 yards in 12 games for the Tigers, averaged 219.7 
yards per game and 13.5 yards per carry, and scored 46 
touchdowns. He also caught 2 passes for 24 yards and 
two touchdowns, giving him a total of 2,660 yards in total 
offense and 48 touchdowns. 

Wisecup, a small 5-5, 135-pound kicker with a big leg, 
made 3 of 3 field goals during the season with a long of 
43-yards and hit on 57 of 60 extra-point attempts as he 
averaged 5.5 points per game with his talented toe. 

Elba’s Cameron Gray received second team honors 
as a defensive back. The 5-9, 160-pound, junior, had 5 
interceptions during the Tigers 11-1 season, as well as 7 
break-ups and made five fourth down stops. He was in on 
49 tackles, including 30 solo stops, and had one fumble 
recovery.

The 6-1, 250-pound, senior, anchored the Elba offensive 
line that opened holes for backs to gain 4,348 yards, an 
average of 363.2 yards a game, and graded out at 84 
percent and had 58 devastation blocks. : 

Brantley was represented on the first team ‘All-State’ 
list by wide receiver Jon Bush. The 5-10, 152-pound, 
senior, caught 57 passes for 987 yards and six touchdowns. 
He averaged 82.3 yards per game in receptions, the third 
most by a received in Class 1A.

Of his tackle total, 18 were tackles for losses, 
including eight quarterback sacks. He also had one pass 
interception. 

Weed, a 6-3, 165-pound, senior, defensive back, 
recorded 70 tackles from his strong safety position (7 
tackles per game), with 34 solo stops and 36 assists. He 
had three tackles for losses, one quarterback sack and 
three interceptions. 

Receiving honorable mention was Brantley’s Romeo 
Presseley, a 5-10, 244-pound, junior, offensive lineman. 
The anchor of the Bulldogs offensive line had 14 
domination blocks and graded over 90 percent in every 
game. 

Kinston’s Cale Sumblin, a 6-4, 220-pound, multi- 
position standout, was named to the second team as a 
punter.
